Wasninoeron, April 15.—While the 
president stood on the porch of the 
White House, reviewing the colored 
procession in honor of Abraham Lin- 
coln, [ had a good opportunity to watch 
the changes which’ the last few years 
nave wrought in his appearance. He 
has grown much stouter, his face has 
grown much redder and his beard is 
considerably mere grizzied. Were it 
not for his face, which is of indubitable 
Irish cast and expression, we would 
think to look at him and bis round, 
comfortable tigure, and his easy, even, 
slouchy carriage he was a well-fed, lager 
beer loving, gossiping German burgher, 
who spends his evenings at the‘*kneipe” 
smoking his pipe and deseanting upon 
his tavorite political themes: But, as I 
said before, his mark-dly Irish face 
dispells the ilusion of German origin 
called forth by his rotund, ample figure. 
The president’s face seems to have 
somewhat lost the surly expression 
which it habitually wore in former 
years.

The committee on appropriations re- 
ported back the diplomatic appropria- 
tions bill and moy:d nonconcurrence 
in the amendments adopted.

Young, of Tennessee, offered a reso- 
lution reciting the unsettled condition 
of the republic of Mexico and the many 
outrages committed on the persons 
and property of American citizens in 
the vicinity of the Rio Grande, and re- 
questing the president of the United 
States to ordersuch military force to 
rendezvous at some suitable point: on 
the Rio Grande as will be able to en- 
force existing neutrality laws, to pre- 
vent hostilities on the border, and to 
preservethe peac ful relations between 
the two countries, and also requesting 
the president to direct the general of 
thearmy to proceedin person to the 
scene of the threatened outbreak and 
take such measures as may be necessa- 
ry to maintgin the peace and pr: serve 
the honor of this government. Re- 
ferred to committee on foreign affairs. 

The deticiency bill report: d with sev- 
eral senate amendments, was rej cted. 

Cate, of Wisconsin, offered a resolu- 
tion reciting the charges male ina 
newspaper report affecting the official 
conduct of B. H. Bristow, secretary ot 
the treasury, in regard to the rewission 
of forfeiture in thecase of the barque 
Mary Merri‘t, seized in Milwaukee in 
June, 1869, fora violation of custom 
laws. The allegations are that an 
application for the remission of the 
forfeiture was refeired by the treasury 
department to acommittee of experts 
who decided not to remit the forfeiture, 
that the report of the committee was 
approved by the then secr.tary of the 
treasury, Wm A Richardson; that on 
that hearing Mr Bristow appeared as 
counsel tor the owners of the vessel; 
and that after Mr Bristow became sec- 
retary of the treasury while the judg- 
ment of forfeiture still remained un- 
paid, the officer who made the 
seizure was aid $7,000 
as his moiety on condition he would 
cease further opposition to the remiss- 
ion of forfeiture; that thereupon Bris- 
tow was applied to for a remission, and 
replied that he would do nothing him- 
self, but bis private secretary could 
fix itup, and that the attorney met 
the private secretary and had the for- 
feiture remitted; and therefore instruct- 
ing the committee on expenditures in 
the treasury department to inquire into 
the circumstances and ascertain on 
what ground the judgment of forfe ture 
was remitted, and for what purpose. 

Mr. Hale of Maine, suggested that 
the charge should be made more deti- 
niteand specific.
